Were it not for this only furniture, the 
whole would be a miſerable ſcene of naked 
walls, flaw'd cielings, broken windows, and 
ruſty locks, The roof is ſo decay'd, that 
after a favourable ſhower- we may expect a 
crop of muſhrooms between the chinks of 
our floors. All the doors are as little and 
low as thoſe to the cabbins of packet boats, 


Theſe rooms have for many years had no o-
